Horn, the operators’ trustee, 
contends that the Lewis plan 
would cost more than the welfare 
fund would receive each year 
from the 10 cents a ton assess- 
ment.

They 
are willing to continue on that 
basis. 

Two Funds — 

and Complications! 

But the issue is complicated by 
two separate funds. One was 
established under Government 
operation of the mines in 1946, 
and has paid out benefits of $21,- 
500,000 out of the fund’s total 
$26,000,000. The balance, to be 
spent in death benefits of $1,000 
to families of miners, and hospi- 
tal-and medical expenses and re- 
lief to disabled miners and their 
families, will be exhausted by 
June 30. The other fund was set 
up in 1947 under contract signed 
by operators and Lewis in July, 


1947. This fund is operated by a 
different set of trustees—the 
three already mentioned—and 


has been frozen, first through a 
dispute among the trustees and 
then by a lawsuit instituted by 
Van Horn of the operators. So 
far about $39,000,000 has been 
paid into the fund, but no bene- 
fits have been paid out. 

Mr. Lewis takes the_ position 
that the operators should author- 
ize Van Horn to go ahead with 
the pension plan outlined by 
Bridges and Lewis—$100 a month 
to retired miners aged 62 with 
20 years of service in the mines. 
Lewis also asks that the 1947 
fund pay out about $14,000,000 
in other welfare benefits during 
the next ten months. Further- 
more, with the 1947 fund frozen, 
grants authorized by the trustees 
of. the 1946 fund exceed the 
available amount by about $14,- 
000,000. Thus, payments from 
the 1947 fund are necessary. 

The Trustees Disagree 

The operators’ reply to Mr. 
Lewis is that commitments made 
by the 1946 fund are not binding 
upon the coal operators, since 
the 1946 contract was signed by 
the Government and not by coal 
operators. They propose that 
available funds be divided among 
pensions and other benefits, the 
pensions of $100 a month to in- 
clude federal social security 
benefits, and to men of 65 years 
of age. The Lewis-Bridges plan 
would pay $100 exclusive of fed- 
eral old age _ benefits. Lewis 
wants to pay pensions and bene- 
fits only to miners who belong to 
the union. 

Van Horn Tries To Freeze 
Fund 

A week ago negotiations for the 
new contract stopped. Lewis 
claimed that the operators want 
the miners to be ‘‘public paupers.’”’ 
The owners said that Lewis 
wants to bankrupt the fund in 
order to have an excuse to de- 
mand higher royalties, Federal 
mediators stepped 
nowhere, Then Van Horn tied up

Judge Goldsborough Agrees 
with Lewis! 

But this week Judge Golq. 
borough dismissed Van Horn’s 
request for a restraining order, 
and found in favor of the pro- 
posal for payments as “reagon. 
able and proper,” and not in yio. 
lation of the Taft-Hartley Act, Ho 
upheld Lewis on three points: 
That only a majority of the three 
trustees is needed to pay ont 
money; that members of the 
UMW who are no longer em- 
ployed by the operators who 
signed the 1947 agreements are 
also eligible for pensions; that 
all UMW members are eligible, 
whether their employers signed 
the agreement or not. Of course, 
this decision can be appealed by 
the operators. The determination 
to do so may depend upon Lewis’ 
wage demands. 

Wages: Another Issue 

For differences between miners 
and operators are by no means 
settled by this court decision on 
the welfare fund. The miners 
want a wage increase: the opera- 
tors oppose one. The operators 
want to eliminate from the new 
contract the provision in the 
present one which binds miners 
to work “when able and willing.” 
The operators want a no-strike 
pledge, and the right to fire 
miners who strike during a con- 
tract period. 

Last week President Truman 
appointed a Board of Inquiry 
under the Taft-Hartley Act to re- 
port this week. Unless there {s 
evidence that a wage contract can 
be negotiated before June 26, the 
President may ask the Attorney- 
General to petition for an 80-day 
injunction to keep the miners at 
work pending further negotia- 
tions. 

Probable Success for Lewis 

But two situations can arise. 
If the miners do not return to 
work on July 6 will they be 
striking or merely extending their 
vacation? Should the injunction 
go into effect, Mr. Lewis and the 
miners, already fined for defying 
previous injunctions, will prob- 
ably obey this one. But’ under 
the law the miners would be free 
to stop work after the 80 days, 
late in September. Such a stop- 
page at that time would in all 
probability be protracted through- 
out the entire presidential cam- 
paign period, irritating what will 
inevitably be a heated situation.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


A LATER LABOR DAY 
The first Monday in September has been Labor Day for 


such a long time that any other date would seem wrong. Yet| 


September’s first Monday was arbitrarily set, and it could be 
just as arbitrarily changed. 


There is a movement to have the holiday observed dliririe 
the weekend nearest the 15th of the month, and all those in- 
terested in the summer resort business favor such a change. 
There’ may be a little greed in the thought — because assured 
ly prolonging the vacation season would pour a little more 
money into their coffers — but there is a lot to be said for it, 
in a more general way. 


September can be — often is — a hot month. The schools 
open, usually, early in the month, but frequently because of 
the warm weather, the early days are practically wasted. Then, 
too, when people have to hurry home from vacations at the end 
of August they miss vacationing during some of the best weath- 
er of the year. 


The tendency for some time has been toward more time 
off and less work, and it is probably overdone, but it does seem 
that an additional 10 days or two weeks added to the vacation 
period — which the weather usually demands — would not be 
an unwise thing.

THE H. C. OF L. 


"No food price collapse is likely ... . so long as wages 
and employment remain near present high levels’’, says a Wall 
Street Journal commodity letter, and it goes on, ’’The factory 
worker’s weekly pay is now double pre-war. And some 15,000,- 
000 more people have paying jobs than before the shooting 
started.” 

These are not the only factors contributing to high prices, 
but they are among the most important. The cost of food, much 
as we rail about it, is just a logical reflection of the economics 
of the day. It is true that agriculture’s gross income his mul- 
tiplied, but the cost of everything the farmer must buy — from 
labor to feed — has multiplied, too. There is no get-rich-quick 
profit left when all the bills are paid. And so it is all down the 
line. 

The retail grocer who sells you your food is in exactly the 
same position. According to statistics, when you buy goods in 
a store the profit the dealer makes averages about one and 
one-half cents on the dollar. In other words, if the retailer 
made no profit at all — if he sold you the goods at cost — he 


would charge you so little less that you would hardly notice it!

One place mentioned is on Cen- 
tral street, just off the square and 
near the parking lot of the An- 
dover National bank. This space, 
they point out, could take care of 
30 to 50 cars. 

The other is the land in the rear 
of the old Shaw estate, already 
owned by the town. With the re- 
moval of a few trees and bushes, 
parking for about 200 cars could be 
provided. 


Meanwhile, employees of the 
company installing the meters, 
have marked off spaces on the 


curbs of downtown streets to indi- 
cate the parking spaces. 


While this is being done the 
selectmen are preparing an ordin- 
ance which must be approved by 
Edgar F. Copell, chief traffic en- 
gineer of the state, before the 
meters can be put into operation. 


With the ordinance they must file 
a separate plan for each street 
showing the exact location of each 
meter and the space allotted for 
a car. Spaces must be 20 feet from 
an intersection and 10 feet from a 
hydrant. Since curbs have been 
marked it has shown that there 
will be about 168 spaces at which 
meters will be installed. Very few 
will be put on Central street, and 
these will be close to the square. 

From a study of parking meters 
in the United States made by a 
private concern, figures show that 
up to the end of 1947 mid-western, 
central and southern states were 
far ahead of the New England with 
parking meters. Pennsylvania alone 
had parking meters in 187 cities 
and towns. In New England, Maine 
had 14( New Hampshire 14, Ver- 
mont 8, Massachusets 9, Rhode 
Island 2, and Connecticut 16. 

At that time Cambridge had 750 
meters, Waltham 457, Haverhill 


190, and Exeter, N. H., 243.

No, it’s not the smallest denom- 
inations, ones or fives, or even tens. 
Top ranking is held by the $20 pjy), 
according to Federal Reserve Board 
figures on money in circulation, 

Before the war the $10 bill was 
usually in first place with the $29 
bill second, but since 1942 the posi. 
tions have been reversed. At the 
end of March this year there was 
a total of $8% billions in $20 bits 
in circulation as compared with $4 
billions in $10 bills. 

As a matter of fact, the $1 and 
$5 bills are near the bottom in 
standing. Third place is held by 
the $100 bill with just under $5 bil- 
lions in circulation at the end of 
March, and the fourth position js 
occupied by the $50 Dill with 
nearly $2% billions outstanding 
Both have improved their ranking 
since prewar. 

Before the war the $5 bill was 
regularly in third place but it has 
fallen to fifth in the last three 
years. The $1 bill is in sixth place. 
Seventh and eighth positions are 
occupied by the $1,000 and $500 
bills, respectively, with nearly 
twice the dollar amount of $1,000 
bills in circulation as the $500 bills 

One of the by-products of the 
boom in economic activity during 
the war was the very great increase 
in the people’s holdings of cash 
Money in circulation rose nearly 
four-fold between 1939 and the end 
of 1946 when a peak of just under 
$29 billions was set. This rise was 
considerably more than the gain in 
the measured by gross national 
product, which at its current peak 
is about 2% times greater than 
1989. Since the end of 1946 money 
in circulation has declined more 
than a billion dollars, virtually all 
of it in the denominations of $2 
and under.

Public Enjoys 
Light Fiction 


Have you ever wondered why the 
library has a supply of paper-cov- 
ered books, such as the well-known 
Pocket Books on its shelf? Largely 
as a matter of experiment and as a 
check on the advisability of using 
them with our own readers, the 
Memorial Hall 
little over a year ago to place a 
subscription with a pamphlet serv- 
ice for all new titles as they ap- 
peared. The books were mailed to 
us automatically as they were 
printed until this branch of the 
service was discontinued, and se- 
lection of titles had to be made by 
the purchasing library. 

The processing of these books 
has been made as simple as pos- 
sible, so that the addition of this 
type of material would not demand 
more time than the venture might 
prove worth. 

The public response was amaz- 
ing. Western and mystery readers, 
who had exhausted the supply of 
their favorite indoor sport, were 
perfectly happy to carry home a 
pocketful. Then, in return, they 
brought us a supply of their own 
that had been read and were taking 
up space at home. The first month, 
we bought 16, and our borrowers 
gave us 18; at the end of the year 
we had purchased 125 and had been 
given 116. By the end of this past 
May we had entered 325, and with- 
drawn 67 because they had worn 
out. Each book proved to have 
averagde 12 circulations, and it 
made the cost per reader a fraction 
more than 1% cents. 

It is almost impossible for the 
average library to have enough 
light fiction. This seems at the mo- 
ment a satsifactory solution. Many 
libraries have heen trying out the 
same plan in recent years. The New 
York Public Library has found that 
they can get an average of fourteen 
circulations per book.
